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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during September were valued at £4,002,031, 
and show an increase of £2,079,993, or over 108 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for three months, 
July to September, 1918, was £10,845,869, an increase of £5,376,534, or 
over 98 per cent., in comparison with the corresponding period in 1917. 


The Oversea exports during September amounted to £2,740,632, being 
an increase of £959,191, or over 53 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the three months, July to 
September, 1918, there was an increase of £2,886,271, or 41:5 per 
cent. compared with the same period for 1917. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney, in September were valued 
at £5,773,450. The following is a summary of the imports during

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for September show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,711,053, or £466,461 more than in 
September of last year—an increase of 37:4 per cent. During the three 
months ended. 30th September, the revenue was £5,026,327, being 
£1,170,687, or 30°3 per cent. more than the corresponding period of the: 
the last financial year,

During the three months ended 30th September, the expenditure was 
£5,116,536, being £361,282, or 7-6 per cent. more than in 1917-18.

On the 30th September, 1918, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £725,074. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £767,731, and the working expenses by £383,536, 
the net result being an increase in earnings of £384,195, to which all 
classes of traffic contributed. Relatively the earnings decreased by 
113d., and the expenditure by 1s. 6d. per train mile. 


The total earnings for all lines of Tramways during the quarter 
amounted to £534,190, and the working expenses to £405,471, leaving 
a surplus of £128,719. There was an increase of over 19 million 
passengers carried, in comparison with the figures of the third quarter 
of the previous year. 


Banks.—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 30th September are the large increase in deposits and a 
considerable expansion in advances, due principally to the effects of 
War Loans. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, 
there was an increase of £6,048,686 in current accounts, and in deposits 
as a whole (which include Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits 
amounting to £4,564,481) of £12,863,719, the deposits bearing interest 
indicating an increase of £6,815,033. The reserves of coin and bullion 
decreased during the year by £580,184, and increased by £24,961 
during the quarter, Advances increased by £9,289,024 during the 
quarter, and during the year by £17,313,356, The proportion of cash, 
bullion, and notes to total liabilities now stands at 24:8 per cent. 
Included in the cash held is an amount of £12,142,249 new Australian 
notes, as against £10,781,937 for September of the previous year. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during September, 1918, was 7,813 oz. 
crude, equal to 7,527 oz. fine, valued at £31,972, and showed an increase 
of 2,857 oz. fine, and £12,136 in value, compared with September of last 
year. The value of the gold produced during the nine months was 
£268,043, and showed an increase of 3,283 oz. fine, and £13,946 in value, 
in the figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 56) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in September, 1918, prices were 32-8 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; 5-8 per cent. lower than in September, 1917; and 1:3 
per cent. higher than in the preceding month, August, 1918. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
September, 1918, 52°3 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 20-1 per 
cent. cheaper than in September, 1917; and 3°5 per cent. higher than 
in August, 1918.

Prices of beef were about $d. per lb. higher than in August, but those 
of mutton were practically unaltered. 

Increases were recorded in the prices of onions, potatoes, bacon, ham, 
rice, and oatmeal, while lower prices ruled for eggs, sago, and starch. 


Meteorology.—During September the rain recorded over the State was, on 
the whole, light and generally below the average, particularly west 
of the Mountains, where a large proportion of the totals recorded 
did not exceed 30 points. The rain was more plentiful in the coastal 
districts, principally in the portion near_the sea of the Hunter and 
Manning districts, in the Metropolitan district, and at a few places on 
the South Coast, the falls being substantial and in excess of the average. 
The temperature experienced on the whole was varied, ranging from dry 
warm spells, accompanied by squally west to north-west winds, to cold 
southerly changes. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—September, 1918.—The births 
registered numbered 1,635, equal to 25:24 per 1,000 of population 
per annum ; of the total, 857 were males and 778 females. The rate is 
8-4 per cent. below the average of the previous five years, 

The deaths numbered 852, namely, 453 males and 399 females. The 
mortality rate of 13-15 per 1,000 of population per annum is 25:2 per cent. 
above the average of the previous five years, due to the increased 
mortality from influenza and pulmonary diseases, especially amongst the 
aged people. The deaths were above the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 68°5 per 1,000 births, and is 15:1 per cent. 
above the average for the month of September for the previous five 
years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
September, 410 new buildings, as compared with 304 in September, 1917, 

The total for the nine months, January to September, was 3,799, 
as compared with 3,829 during the corresponding period of 1917, 


Land Selections.—During September, 88 applications were made for 68,433 
acres under the Crown Lands Acts; and 91,574 acres, representing 92 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the num- 
ber of applications has been 753, and the area applied for 572,015 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 
1st January is 662,453 acres, representing 779 blocks.
